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BOARD   OF   EXAMINATION. 


Important  Information  for  Examiners  and  Candidates. 

In  accordance  with  the  Discipline,  the  action  of  the  Conference  and 
the  Board  of  Examiners,  in  its  reorganization  and  the  interest  of  a  higher 
standard  of  efficiency  for  our  ministry,  the  following  has  been  prepared  : 

1.  The  work  of  the  Board  is  divided  into  six  groups:  Admission  on 
Trial;  first,  second,  third  and  fourth  years,  and  Local  Orders.  Each 
group  to  be  in  the  hands  of  a  committee — one  of  the  committeemen  to  be 
chairman  of  the  committee. 

2.  A  vice-chairman  and  secretary  has  been  appointed  to  aid  in  carry- 
ing out  the  detail  plans  for  the  reorganization  during  the  year. 

3.  Mid-year  examinations  are  required;  time  and  place  to  be  ar- 
ranged and  announced.  No  examinations  are  allowable  except  at  mid- 
year appointments  and  at  the  seat  of  the  annual  Conference.  Candidates 
for  admission  and  local  orders  are  excused  from  mid-year  work. 

4.  The  day  preceding  the  opening  of  the  Annual  Conference  is  the 
appointed  time  for  examinations.  Examiners  who  absent  themselves  from 
this  day's  work,  failing  at  the  same  time  to  ■  furnish  the  Chairman  of  the 
Board  with  written  questions  on  his  studies,  are  not  to  be  recommended 
to  the  bishop  for  reappointment  unless  said  examiners  offer  a  legitimate 
excuse.  And  candidates  who  fail  to  attend  examinations  on  appointed 
day,  unless  unavoidably  detained,  need  not  ask  for  examination. 

5.  Examiners  are  required  to  correspond  with  the  candidates  who 
are  to  be  examined  by  them,  during  the  .early  part  of  the  year,'  furnishing 
the  candidates  with  from  50  to  100  questions  or  suggestions  on  each  book.. 
The  final  examination  questions  to  be  drawn  from  the  questions  or  sug- 
gestions given  previously. 

6.  The  requirements  of  the  Discipline  are  to  make  the  examinations 
written  if  practicable,  and  two  weeks  ahead  of  the  annual  examination 
at  Conference  to  send  written  questions  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Board. 

7.  A  meeting  of  the  Examining  Board  is  on  the  night  previous  to- 
the  day  of  examination  at  Johnson  City. 

8.  The  chairman  of  each  group  is  to  submit  in  writing  the  grades 
of  the  candidates  in  his  department  to  the  registrar.

STATE  OF  TENNESSEE— CHARTER  OF  INCORPORATION 


BE  IT  KNOWN,  That  J.  J.  Robinette,  J.  S.  Burnett,  T.  S.  Walker, 
M.  C.  Bruner,  L.  B.  Caldwell,  W.  F.  Sheppard,  J.  J.  Manker,  who  have 
been  heretofore  selected  and  appointed  by  the  Holston  Conference  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  for  such  purpose,  are  hereby  constituted  a 
body  politic  and  corporate  by  the  name  and  style  of  The  Holston  Confer- 
ence of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Chinch  with  power  to  receive,  collect 
and  hold  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  Holston  Conference  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  of  the  various  churches  now,  or  here- 
after, composing  said  Conference,  all  donations,  bequests,  devises,  legacies, 
and  grants  of  land  and  personalty  that  may  be  given,  conveyed,  or  be- 
queathed to  such  Corporation  for  the  support  of  public  worship,  the  build- 
ing of  churches  and  chapels,  and  the  maintenance  of  all  missionary  under- 
takings, the  support  of  any  benevolent  or  charitable  undertaking,  or  for 
any  religious,  benevolent,  educational,  missionary  or  charitable  object, 
and  said  Corporation  shall  hold  the  same  in  accordance  with  the  directions 
of  the  donor,  conveyor,  or  testator,  and  administer  the  same  for  the  specific 
object  indicated  by  the  donor,  conveyor,  or  testator,  under  the  direction  of 
said  Holston  Conference ;  and  in  all  cases  in  which  the  conveyor,  donator, 
or  testator  has  not  indicated  any  special  or  general  object  to  which  the 
same  shall  be  applied  or  administered,  then  the  same  may  be  administered 
in  behalf  of  any  religious,  educational,  benevolent,  or  charitable  object  or 
objects,  to  which  said  Holston  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  shall  indicate  and  direct  that  same  be  applied. 

("2)     The  general  powers  of  said  Corporation  shall  be: 

To  sue  and  be  sued  in  the  corporate  name ; 

To  have  and  to  use  a  common  Seal,  which  it  may  alter  at  pleasure ;  if 
no  common  Seal,  the  signature  of  the  name  of  the  Corporation  by  any 
duly  authorized  officer  shall  be  legal  and  binding; 

To   have  succession ; 

To  purchase  and  hold,  or  receive  by  gift,  bequest,  or  devise,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  personal  property  owned  by  the  Corporation,  real  estate  neces- 
sary for  the  transaction  of  the  corporate  business,  and  also  to  purchase 
or  accept  any  real  estate  in  payment  or  in  part  payment  of  any  debt  due 
the  Corporation  and  sell  the  same ; 

To  establish  By-Laws  and  make  all  Rules  and  Regulations  not  in- 
consistent with  the  laws  and  constitution  deemed  expedient  for  the  man- 
agement of  the  corporate  affairs ;  and  to  appoint  such  subordinate  officers 
and  agents  in  addition  to  a  President,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer,  as  the 
business  of  the  Corporation  may  require ;  designate  the  name  of  the  office 
and  fix  the  compensation  of  the  officer. 

(3)  The  said  seven  corporators  shall  within  a  convenient  time  after 
the  registration  of  this  Charter  in  the  Office  of  the  Secretary  of  State 
elect  from  their  number  a  President,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer,  or  the  last 
two  offices  may  be  combined  in  one,  said  officers  and  the  other  corporators 
to  constitute  the  first  Board  of  Directors  or  Trustees  of  the  Corporation. 

(4)  In  all  elections  each  member  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote,  either 
in  person  or  by  proxy,  the  result  to  be  determined  by  a  majority  of  the 
votes  cast.     Due   notice  of  any  election   must  be   given  by  advertisement

in  a   newspaper,  personal  notice  to  the   members,  or  a  day   stated   on   the 
minutes  of  the  Board  six  months  preceding  the  election. 

(5)  The  Board  of  Directors,  or  Trustees,  shall  keep  a  record  of  all 
their  proceedings,  which  shall  -be  at  -all  fifne's  subject  to  the  inspection  of 
any  member,  clerical  or  lay,  of  the  said  Conference. 

(6)  The  said  Holston  Conference  may  have  the  power  to  increase 
the  number  'of  Directors,  br  Trustees',  "if  it  shall'-  deem  the  interest  of  the 
Corporation  .requires  such  increase.    ;    i  .,         •,    i  •• 

(7)  The  term  of  all  officers  may  be  fixed  by  the  By-Laws,  the  said 

term,  however,  not  to' exceed.' '....years.  '  All  officers  hold  over  until 

their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

(8)  The  members  may  at  any  time  voluntarily  dissolve  the  Corpora- 
tion by  a  conveyance  of  its  assets  and  property  to  any  other  corporation 
holding  a  Charter  from  the  State,  for  purposes,  not  of  individual  profit, 
first  providing  for  corporate  debts.  A  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions 
of  the  Charter  shall  subject  the  Corporation  to  dissolution  at  the  instance 
of  the  State. 

(9)  The  means,  assets,  income,  or  other  property  of  the  Corporation 
shall  not  be  employed  directly  or  indirectly  for  any  other  purpose  what- 
ever than  to  accomplish  the  legitimate  objects  of  its  creation,  .and  by  no 
implication  or  construction  shall  it  possess  the  power  to  issue  notes,  or 
currency,  deal  in  currency,  notes,  or  coin,  buy  and  sell  products,  or  engage 
in  any  kind  of  trading  operations,  nor  hold  any  more  real  estate  than,  is 
necessary  for  its  legitimate  purposes. 

(10)  This  Charter  is  subject  to  modification  or  amendment,  and,  in 
case  such  modification  or  amendment  is  not  accepted  by  the  Corporation, 
the  corporate  business  is  to  cease  and  the  assets  and  property,  after  pay- 
ment of  debts,  are  to  be  conveyed,  as  aforesaid,  to  some  other  corporation 
holding  a  Charter  for  purposes  not  connected  with  individual  profit. 

We,  the   undersigned,  apply  to  the   State  of  Tennessee,   by  "virtue  of 
the   laws   of   the   land,   for   a   Charter  of  Incorporation,   for   the   purposes, 
and  with  the  powers,  etc.,  declared  in  the  foregoing  instrument.

The  Ilolston  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  began  its  sixty-third  session  in  the  First  Church,  Knox- 
ville, Tenn.,  at  9  o'clock  a.  m.,  Wednesday,  October  9,  1907, 
Bishop  Luther  B.  Wilson,  D.  D.  LL.  D.,  presiding.  After  the 
administration  of  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  assisted 
by  the  pastor,  Presiding  Elders,  J.  J.  Manker,  and  Dr.  Floyd, 
Field  Agent  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  the  Bishop  made 
some  timely  remarks  and  opened  the  conference. 

Roll  Call — T.  J.  Robinette  called  the  roll  and  eighty-six 
members  and  nine  probationers  responded. 

Organization — On  motion  of  D.  G.  Pile,  J,  J.  Robinette  was 
elected  Secretary  with  the  privilege  of  naming  his  assistants. 
He  accordingly  named  S.  D.  Tuttle,  Wm.  F.  Pitts,  Thos.  B.  Rus- 
sell, and  S.  Y.  Lowe  as  Railroad  Secretary.  Wm.  Kemp  Harris 
was  elected  Statistical  Secretary,  and  Robert  L.  Stapleton,  Con- 
ference Treasurer.  The  former  named  as  his  assistants  C.  C. 
Morris  and  W.  C.  Haltom,  and  the  latter,  Robert  B.  Stansell 
and  Royal  A.  Simonds. 

Hours  of  Meeting  and  Adjourning — The  hours  of  8  :30  a.  m. 
and  12  noon  were  fixed  as  the  time  of  meeting  and  adjourning, 
respectively. 

Rules  of  Order — The  rules  of  order  used  in  the  last  session 
of  the  General  Conference  were  adopted  by  the  conference. 

Bar  of  the  Conference — The  bar  of  the  conference  was  fixed 
so  as  to  include  the  sixth  row  of  pews  from  the  altar. 

Standing  Committees — The  standing  committees  nomi- 
nated at  the  last  session  were  read,  revised  and  approved. 

The  Bishop  Welcomed — E.  B.  Olmstead  presented  a  resolu- 
tion of  welcome  and  greeting  to  Bishop  Wilson,  resident  Bishop, 
upon  his  presidency  of  the  conference,  which  was  adopted  by 
a  rising  vote. 
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Sympathy  With  the  Sick — On  motion  of  Luther  Freeman,, 
a  committee  of  three,  viz :  Luther  Freeman,  J.  J.  Manker  and 
R.  J.  Cooke,  was  appointed  to  convey  to  our  sick  members  the 
sympathy  of  their  brethren. 

Invited  to  Seats  on  the  Platform — On  motion  of  J.  J.  Rob- 
inette,  J.  F.  Spence,  J.  B.  Little,  T.  R.  West  and  T.  S.  Walker- 
survivors  of  the  conference  held  at  Athens  in  1865,  when  the 
Holston  conference  was  reorganized,  were  invited  to  seats  on 
the  platform. 

Thirteenth  Question—' '  Was  the  character  of  each  preacher 
examined?" 

W.  C.  Miller,  Presiding  Elder  of  the  Athens  District;  E.  G. 
Hutchinson,  of  the  Bristol  District;  J.  S.  Burnette,  of  the  Chat- 
tanooga District;  J.  M.  Emert,  of  the  Clinton  District;  G.  S- 
Bales,  of  the  Greeneville  District;  and  G.  T.  Francisco,  of  the 
Knoxville  District,  were  called  and,  after  the  passage  of  their 
characters,  the  first  four  named  reported  their  districts. 

Motions — E.  B.  Olmstead  presented  an  invitation  from  the 
Union  Banking  Co.,  of  Knoxville,  requesting  the  conference  to 
transact  its  banking  business  through  that  institution. 

R.  J.  Cooke  moved  that  the  consideration  of  constitutional 
questions  and  annual  conference  memorials  be  made  the  order 
of  the  day  at  10  o  'clock  tomorrow,  and  the  motion  prevailed. 

Introduced — J.  C.  Floyd,  D.  D.,  Field  Agent  of  the  Board 
of  Foreign  Missions,  Mr.  Geo.  Eckard,  of  the  Western  Book 
Concern,  and  the  Hon.  Nathan  W.  Hale,  member  of  Congress, 
from  the  Second  Tennessee  District,  were  introduced  to  the 
conference.

Adjournment — After  various  announcements  the  confer- 
ence adjourned  with  the  benediction  by  Bishop  Wilson.

Roll  Call — The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  call  the  names 
of  those  who  were  absent  from  first  roll  call,  and  eleven  mem- 
bers answered,  after  which  the  further  calling  of  the  roll  was 
dispensed  with. 

Statistical  Reports— The  Statistical  Secretary  called  the 
names  of  those  who  had  not  reported,  and  they  were  urged  to 
complete  and  present  their  reports. 

The  Twenty-third  Question — ' '  Who  are  the  superannuated 
preachers?"  and  J.  N.  Baker,  T.  W.  Brown,  P.  H.  Henry,  S.  W. 
Hyden  and  J.  M.  Durham  responded  to  their  names,  each  speak- 
ing briefly  to  the  conference.  T.  R,  West,  J.  L.  Cardwell,  J. 
H.  Jennings,  T.  S.  Walker  and  J.  B.  Little  answered  to  their 
names.  C.  C.  AVyatt,  T.  A.  Cass,  J.  A.  Baker,  G.  W.  Coleman, 
G.  W  Clendenen,  G.  H.  Thompson,  B.  Christ,  J.  N.  Newton,  C. 
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W.  Miller,  T.  G.  Chase  and  A.  Y.  Snaveley  were  absent,  and  J. 
D.  Lawson,  Wm.  Kinsland  and  Robt.  0.  Ayres  were  reported 
as  deceased. 

Missionary  Address— J.  C.  Floyd,  Field  Secretary  for  the 
Foreign  Missionary  Society,  addressed  the  conference  on  the 
Foreign  Missionary  Work. 

School  Property — On  motion  of  Luther  Freeman,  the  action 
of  the  conference  at  its  last  session,  authorizing  the  sale  of  the 
property  of  Powell's  Valley  Seminary  and  the  New  Market 
Seminary,  instructing  that  the  proceeds  from  said  sale  be  ap- 
plied for  the  benefit  of  some  of  our  schools  other  than  Grant 
University,  be  rescinded ;  and  ordered  that  the  proceeds  from 
the  sale  of  the  former  be  applied  to  the  A.  B.  Wright  institute 
and  those  of  the  latter  to  Murphy  College. 

The  Order  of  the  Day — The  Bishop  announced  that  the 
consideration  of  constitutional  questions  and  memorials  from 
annual  conferences  had  been  made  the  order  of  the  day  for  10 
o'clock.  He  read  the  proposed  amendment  sent  down  from 
the  General  Conference  providing  for  the  election  of  bishops 
for  races  and  languages,  which,  after  an  animated  discussion, 
was  approved  by  a  vote  of  50  to  31.

B.  Patterson,  Gen- 
eral Secretary  of  the  Wesley  Brotherhood,  was  also  introduced 
to  the  conference. 

Order  of  the  Day — On  motion  of  M.  C.  Bruner,  10  o'clock 
tomorrow  was  fixed  as  the  time  of  the  election  of  delegates  to 
the  general  conference. 

Notices — After  the  giving  of  various  notices,  the  confer- 
ence adjourned  with  benediction  by  Dr.  Randall. 

THIRD  DAY. 

Friday,  October  11,  1907. 

Devotional  Service — At  8 :30  o  'clock  the  Bishop  conducted 
the  devotional  service,  taking  the  words  "whatsover  He  saith 
unto  thee,"  and  commented  upon  them  in  a  very  practicable 
and  helpful  way. 

Minutes  Approved — At  9  o'clock  the  reading  of  the  min- 
utes was  called  for  and  they  were  read  and  approved. 

Announcement — S.  V.  Lowe,  Railroad  Secretary,  made  an 
announcement  pertaining  to  signing  of  certificates  held  by  dele- 
gates in  attendance  upon  the  conference. 

Class  of  the  Second  Year—  Wm.  L.  Oliver,  Frank  H.  Carey, 
Otho  T.  Uselman,  the  class  of  the  second  year,  were  called  for- 
ward by  the  Bishop  and,  after  he  had  read  to  them  the  disci- 
plinary questions,  he  addressed  them  upon  the  nature  and  duty 
of  the  work  of  the  ministry,  and,  after  they  had  given  affirma- 
tive answers  to  the  questions  asked,  they  were  received  into 
full  connection  and  elected  to  Deacon's  Orders. 

Committees — Luther  Freeman  moved  that  a  committee  be 
appointed  to  invite  the  lay  electoral  conference  to  the  session 
of  the  annual  conference  and  that  Bishop  Wilson  deliver  the 
address  of  welcome. 
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The  motion  carried  and  Luther  Freeman,  G.  T.  Francisco 
and  J.  S.  Burnette  were  appointed  as  the  committee.

The  character  of  T.  F.  M.  Fraker  was  passed  and,  on  mo- 
tion of  his  presiding  elder,  he  was  continued  in  the  studies  of 
the  first  year ;  the  character  of  B.  R.  Smith  was  passed  and  it 
was  requested  that  he  be  appointed  Director  of  Religious  Work 
in  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association.

Cooke,  J.  J.  Manker  and  J.  J.  Robinette. 

Result  of  Ballot — The  vote  for  reserve  delegates  was  an- 
nounced and  showed  the  election  of  G.  T.  Francisco. 

Lay  Electoral  Conference — The  Lay  Electoral  conference 
came  in  a  body  and  were  introduced  to  the  Bishop  and  the  con- 
ference by  Luther  Freeman,  and  took  seats  reserved  for  them, 
after  which  the  Bishop  addressed  the  joint  assembly. 

Result  of  First  Ballot — The  Bishop  announced,  the  result 
of  the  election  of  the  lay  delegates  to  the  general  conference. 
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Another  Ballot— J.  J.  Manker  moved  that  the  conference 
proceed  to  take  another  ballot  for  the  election  of  two  reserve 
delegates  to  the  General  Conference,  which  was  done  and  result- 
ed in  the  election  of  Edwin  B.  Olmstead  and  Luther  Freeman. 

The  Twenty-second  Question— "Who  are  the  Supernumer- 
ary preachers?"

J.  F.  Spence  was  changed  from  the  supernumerary  to  the 
effective  relation,  and  A.  C.  Peters  from  the  effective  to  the 
superannuate  relation  and  recommended  to  the  board  of  con- 
ference stewards. 

Collection — A  collection  to  be  applied  on  back  salary  due 
Mrs.  A.  C.  Peters  for  teaching  in  the  A.  B.  Wright  Institute  was 
taken,  and  one  hundred  and  fifteen  dollars  and  fifty  cents 
($115.50)  in  cash  and  subscription  was  received.  The  bishop 
appointed  Dr.  Race  to  present  the  matter  before  the  Laymen's 
Conference,  and  one  hundred  and  forty  dollars  in  cash  was 
received. 

Received  on  Credentials — E.  B.  Olmstead  read  a  communi- 
cation from  Isaac  A.  Pearce,  requesting  admission  to  the  Hol- 
ston  Conference,  and  on  motion  he  Avas  received  on  his  creden- 
tials from  the  Presbyterian  Church,  with  the  understanding 
that  he  would  answer  the  necessary  questions  for  admission 
into  full  connection. 

Credits  for  Study — On  motion  of  E.  G.  Hutchinson  it  was 
ordered  that  credits  be  given  R.  L.  Leslie  for  grades  made  at 
the  mid-year  examinations. 


Appointment — On  motion  of  G.  S.  Bales  the  Bishop  was  re- 
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quested  to  appoint  J.  A.  Ruble  chaplain  in  the  Soldiers'  Home 
at  Johnson  City. 

Special  Appointments — The  characters  of  the  following 
members,  under  special  appointment,  were  passed  and  they 
continued  in  the  same  relation :  G.  T.  Newcomb,  W.  W.  Hooper, 
E.  C.  Ferguson,  F.  M.  Cones,  R.  J.  Cooke,  T.  B.  Russell,  S.  G. 
Ketron,  M.  H.  Monroe.  The  relation  of  T.  B.  Russell  was  after- 
ward changed  to  supernumerary 

On  motion  J.  W.  McGhee  and  L.  Davis  were  each  granted 
a  supernumerary  relation. 

Watched  and  Clothed — J.  S.  Burnette,  retiring  presiding 
elder  of  the  Chattanooga  district,  was  presented  with  a  gold 
watch  and  chain,  and  W.  C.  Miller,  retiring  presiding  elder 
of  the  Athens  district,  an  overcoat,  by  the  pastors  of  the  re- 
spective districts. 

Adjournment — Time  having  expired  the  conference  ad- 
journed with  the  benediction  by  A.  C.  Peters.

Introduction — J.  A.  Patten  was  introduced  and  spoke  to 
the  conference  on  the  propriety  of  raising  a  fund  of  $25,000.00 
for  the  benefit  of  the  superannuates. 

Approval — On  motion  pf  Luther  Freeman  the  conference 
expressed  its  thanks  to  Mr.  Patten,  and  appointed  a  commit- 
tee of  one  from  each  presiding  elder's  district  to  confer  with 
a  similar  committee  from  the  Laymen's  Association  to  take  the 
matter  under  advisement  and  initiate  a  plan,  and  report  to  the 
next  session  of  the  conference. 

Board  of  Examiners — The  bishop  announced  the  board  of 
examiners   (see  list). 

Leave  of  Absence — M.  H.  Monroe  was  granted  a  leave  of 
absence. 

The  Bishop  having  to  retire  for  cabinet  work,  invited  J.  J. 
Manker  to  the  chair. 
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Adjournment — The  conference  adjourned  with  the  benedic- 
tion by  J.  J.  Robinette. 

FIFTH   DAY. 

Monday,  October  14th,  1907. 

Devotional  Services — Bishop  Wilson  conducted  the  usual 
half  hour  devotional  service. 

Conference  Opened — At  9:00  o'clock  the  bishop  took  the 
chair  and  called  for  the  reading  of  the  minutes,  which  were 
read  and  approved. 

Expression  of  Thanks — On  motion  of  F.  M.  Cones  the 
thanks  of  the  conference  were  expressed  to  J.  M.  Currier,  J.  0. 
Lotspeich,  C.  L.  Parham  and  W.  B.  Townsend  for  their  gener- 
ous proposition  to  furnish  the  members  of  the  conference 
tickets  to  the  lecture  to  be  delivered  by  Dr.  Forbes. 

Appointments — On  motion  the  appointment  of  Dr.  J.  F. 
Spence,  as  temperance  agent  of  the  Holston  Conference,  and 
of  Robert  "Walker,  conference  evangelist,  were  recommended. 

On  motion,  D.  R.  Haney,  T.  H.  Otwell,  D.  M.  Ausmus,  J. 
W.  Houchins  and  A.  P.  Jones  were  left  without  appointment  to 
attend  one  of  our  schools. 

Reports — W.  K.  Harris,  statistical  secretary,  read  a  sum- 
mary of  the  statistical  report.     The  report  was  adopted. 

On  motion  of  J.  J.  Manker  the  conference  requested  the 
statistical  secretary  to  furnish  a  brief  summary  of  totals  from 
the  statistical  reports  for  publication  in  the  Advocate-Journal. 

R.  L.  Stapleton,  conference  treasurer,  read  his  report, 
which  was  adopted,  and  on  motion  a  surplus  of  $12.30  remain- 
ing in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  was  put  into  the  fund  for  pub- 
lising  the  minutes. 

Mid-year  Examinations — On  motion  of  L.  Freeman,  the 
board  of  examiners  was  made  a  committee  to  arrange  for  the 
mid-year  examinations. 

Collection — On  motion  of  L.  Freeman  a  collection  for  the 
church  janitor  was  ordered  taken  and  $8.10  received. 
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Communications — Letters  from  Robert  Walker  and  Mrs. 
R.  J.  Miller  .daughter  of  G.  W.  Coleman,  and  writing  in  his 
behalf,  in  answer  to  letters  of  sympathy  conveyed  by  the  con- 
ference, were  read. 

On  motion  of  L.  Freeman  a  committee  of  which  Bishop 
Wilson  shall  be  chairman,  and  Dr.  Olmstead  a  member,  was 
raised  to  call  upon  Mrs.  Brownlow  and  assure  her  of  the  affec- 
tionate honor  in  which  she  is  held  by  this  body  of  Christian 
ministers.    The  motion  carried. 

Introduced — Dr.  Robert  Forbes,  first  assistant  secretary  of 
the  Board  of  Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension,  was  in- 
troduced, and  represented  the  work  of  this  board. 

Dr.  W.  R.  Barnett,  of  the  Holston  Conference  of  the  M.  E. 
Church,  South,  was  introduced. 

Resolution — A  resolution  presented  by  J.  S.  Burnett  in  re- 
gard to  an  appropriation  from  the  general  committee  of  the 
board  of  Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension  was  adopted. 
(See  resolution.) 

The  bishop  retiring,  called  Luther  Freeman  to  the  chair. 

Charter  of  Incorporation — J.  J.  Robinette  read  the  pro- 
posed charter  of  incorporation  of  the  Holston  Annual  Confer- 
ence as  the  report  of  the  committee  on  incorporation,  and  as 
such  was  adopted.  On  motion  of  M.  C.  Brunei'  the  charter  as 
read  was  adopted. 

Reports — The  report  of  the  committee  on  Church  Litera- 
ture was  read  by  E.  Omohundro.  J.  J.  Manker  suggested  that 
the  presiding  elders  urge  the  preachers  to  preach  a  sermon,  or 
deliver  an  address  to  their  people  on  the  importance  and  value 
of  religious  reading,  and  that  this  request  be  included  in  the 
report,  which  was  done  and  the  report  adopted. 

Overdue  Accounts — On  request  of  the  Book  Concern  the 
overdue  accounts  against  conference  claimants  were  ordered 
paid  out  of  the  allowance  made  to  these  respective  claimants. 

Introduction — Dr.  R.  E.  Maclean,  field  secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  and  the  Rev.  Thomas  Sexton,  a 
Baptist  evangelist,  were  introduced. 
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Reports — K.  B.  Stansell  read  the  report  of  the  American 
Bible  Society,  which  was  adopted.  T.  D.  Rowe  reported  on  the 
Cox  monument  fund,  and  on  motion  the  committee  was  contin- 
ued. R.  B.  Stansell  reported  for  the  committee  on  resolutions 
and  the  report  was  adopted  (see  report).  J.  T.  Ware  read  the 
report  of  the  committee  on  temperance,  and  after  adding  two 
amendments,  which  were  offered  by  J.  J.  Manker  and  M.  C. 
Bruner  respectively,  the  report  was  adopted.  J.  T.  Ware  also 
read  a  resolution  concerning  the  Mormon  question  which  was 
adopted  (see  resolution).  L.  Freeman  read  the  report  on  dea- 
coness work,  which  was  adopted.  T.  H.  Conner  read  the  report 
of  the  auditing  committee,  which  after  an  explanation  as  to 
$5.00  deficit  and  $20.00  overplus,  the  report  was  adopted. 

Minutes — The  question  of  funds  for  the  publishing  of  the 
conference  minutes  was  discussed  and  on  motion  the  question 
was  referred  to  a  committee  of  three,  composed  of  J.  D.  Rpber- 
son,  G.  T.  Byrd  and  T.  D.  Rowe  to  consult  with  the  secretary 
and  presiding  elders  and  procure  from  the  delinquents  their 
apportionments  for  this  purpose. 

Advocate  Journal — J.  J.  Manker  addressed  the  conference 
in  the  interest  of  the  paper. 

Bishop  Wilson  returned  and  took  the  chair,  and  the  con- 
ference adjourned  to  meet  at  one  o'clock.  Dr.  Spence  pro- 
nounced the  benediction. 

AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

After  devotional  services  the  minutes  were  read  and  ap- 
proved. 

On  motion  of  L.  Freeman,  J.  J.  Manker  was  substituted  for 
R.  J.  Cooke,  who  had  left  the  seat  of  the  conference,  as  one  of 
the  incorporators  of  the  conference. 

Reports  and  Resolutions— L.  B.  Caldwell  presented  the  re- 
port of  the  stewards,  and  it  was  adopted. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  aggressive  evangelism  was 
made  by  L.  Freeman,  and  adopted. 

L.  Freeman  also  read  the  report  of  the  committee  on  Board 
of  Education,  Freedmen's  Aid  and  Sunday  schools. 
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B.  M.  Martin  read  the  report  of  the  committee  on  Epworth 
[League,  which  was  adopted. 

J.  S.  Burnette  read  the  nominations  of  the  standing  com- 
mittees (see  list). 

A  committee  to  confer  with  a  like  committee  from  the  Lay- 
men's Association,  in  regard  to  raising  funds  for  the  super- 
annuates, was  appointed  and  consists  of  L.  Freeman,  S.  G.  Ket- 
ron,  B.  M.  Martin,  W.  F.  Sheppard,  R.  L.  Stapleton,  F.  E.  Ross 
•and  C.  C.  Morris. 

J.  S.  Burnette  presented  the  report  of  the  committee  on 
Foreign  Missions. 

R.  B.  Stansell  read  an  additional  report  from  the  commit- 
tee on  resolutions,  complimentary  to  Bishop  Wilson,  and  the 
report  was  adopted  by  a  standing  vote. 

L.  B.  Caldwell  offered  a  resolution  complimentary  to  Dr. 
Forbes  who,  after  its  adoption,  made  a  few  remarks. 

Relation  Changed — L.  B.  Caldwell  was  changed  from  the 
effective  to  the  supernumerary  relation,  and  J.  W.  Cardwell 
was  also  changed  from  the  effective  to  the  supernumerary  rela- 
tion. 

C.  F.  Pafford  and  Erwin  Omohundro  were  left  without  ap- 
pointments to  attend  school. 

J.  J.  Manker  concluded  his  address  in  the  interest  of  the 
Advocate  Journal. 

Transfers — The  bishop  announced  the  transfer  of  W.  R. 
■Simian  from  the  Des  Moines  Annual  Conference  to  the  Holston 
-Conference. 

On  motion  of  J.  M.  Emert  a  notice  of  ten  days  was  ordered 
to  be  given  before  the  board  of  Church  Extension  meetings. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  after  the  approval  of  the 
minutes  and  the  reading  of  the  appointments  by  the  Bishop  that 
the  conference  stand  adjourned  without  date.

REPORTS  OF  THE  DISTRICTS. 


ATHENS  DISTRICT. 
W.  C.  MielER,  Presiding  Elder. 

Several  of  the  charges  which  had  been  supplied  had  to  be  re-supplied 
and  J.  S.  Strange,  a  member  of  the  Conference,  had  been  transferred  from 
the  Erie  to  the  Chatata  Circuit.  The  Erie  charge  thus  vacated  had  been 
supplied  by  J.  W.  Warren,  a  student.  But  notwithstanding  these  changes 
the  work  of  the  church  had  gone  forward  and  hundreds  of  souls  saved, 
gracious  revivals  occurring  on  all  the  charges  with  but  a  single  exception. 

Two  new  churches  had  been  completed  and  dedicated  during  the  year, 
worth  $2,500  each — Andrew's  Chapel  and  Luminary;  another,  also  worth 
$2,500,  at  McCays,  is  about  ready  for  dedication. 

Improvements  have  been  made  on  the  following  churches  :     Maryville, 

$700 ;   Cleveland,  $260 ;   Lenoir  City,  $ .       Lots  have  been  procured  at 

Etowah,  Tellico  Plains  and  Athens,  on  which  to  build  churches.  Parson- 
ages have  been  purchased  for  Maryville  Circuit,  Athens,  and  a  lot  for  a 
parsonage  at  Lenoir  City,  and  a  district  parsonage  located  in  the  heart  of 
Athens,  worth  $2,500,  about  one-third  of  which  had  been  secured. 

The  pastors  have  all  labored  with  zeal  and  fidelity  and,  without  excep- 
tion, with  great  efficiency  and  success. 

The  Athens  department  of  the  University  of  Chattanooga  is  in  most 
excellent  condition,  and  Dr.  Race  was  never  more  popular.  Ritter  Indus- 
trial Home  has  been  enlarged  and  improved  and  is  doing  excellent  work 
in  all  its  departments — industrial,  mental,  and  religious. 

The  Sunday  Schools  and  Epworth  Leagues  are  not  ideal,  but  are 
rendering  service  of  great  importance. 

The  greatest  demand  on  the  Athens  district  is  increased  salaries  and 
more  efficient  preachers ;  and  better  salaries  paid  means  better  service  ren- 
dered. The  demand  is  that  the  preacher  cut  himslf  loose  from  all  secular 
employments  and  devote  himself  wholly  to  the  upbuilding  of  the  Church 
of  God.  In  some  places  the  large  circuits  are  in  the  way  of  success. 
There  is  not  a  pastor  in  the  district  who  receives  a  salary  adequate  to  bis 
needs,  nor  is  the  church  doing  what  it  should  for  the  benevolences  ;  but 
while  this  is  true,  all  the  apportionments  have  been  met  in  full  this  year. 
The  Presiding  Elder  had  been  sick  during  the  winter,  but  the  pastors 
and  others  carried  forward  his  work,  and  after  his  recovery  they  gave 
him  a  vacation  and  a  fund  of  $50  to  pay  traveling  expenses.     The  rest  did 
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him  good.  During  his  term  of  six  years  on  the  district  nine  churches  have 
been  built,  costing  $19,000,  and  three  parsonages  worth  $5,700.  The  con- 
tributions for  ministerial  support  have  advanced,  as  have  also  the  collec- 
tions for  the  benevolences.  Have  been  courteously  treated  by  the  pastors 
and  laity  and  give  thanks  to  God  for  any  good  accomplished. 

BRISTOL  DISTRICT. 

E.  Grant  Hutchinson,  Presiding  Elder. 

The  district  is  large,  territorially,  extending  from  Cumberland  Gap  on 
the  West  to  Roanoke  on  the  East,  a  distance  of  275  miles,  embracing  irt 
some  respects  the  richest  and  most  beautiful  portion  of  the  "Old  Domin- 
ion." It  is  traversed  by  many  railroads,  new  towns  are  springing  up,, 
and  material  development  is  very  rapid. 

Death  has  visted  three  of  the  parsonages,  taking  the  occupant  of 
the  cradle  from  the  homes  of  Brothers  Sage,  Leslie  and  Wilson.  The 
Presiding  Elder's  father  has  also  gone  to  his  reward.  Family  and  per- 
sonal affliction  has  also  interfered,  in  several  instances,  with  the  work  of 
the  church. 

A  number  of  changes  have  been  made  in  the  appointments  of  the  dis- 
as   arranged   at   the   last   Conference. 

An  opportunity  to  purchase  a  $1,200  church  for  $500  in  Christiansburg 
will  be  improved,  and  at  Salem,  a  suburb  of  Roanoke,  the  people  are  ask- 
ing us  to  establish  a  church  with  regular  services. 

Bristol  is  also  an  inviting  field  where  we  have  from  fifty  to  one  hun- 
dred members ;  indeed  there  are  many  places  open  to  us  if  we  had  the 
men  to  fill  them. 

The  year  just  closed  has  witnessed  many  gracious  revivals,  and  the 
addition  of  hundreds  to  our  membership ;  new  classes  have  been  formed 
and  churches  erected  in  localities  where  a  year  ago  we  had  nothing. 
Churches  have  been  erected  and  dedicated  as  follows  :  Mount  Vernon, 
Hilton  Circuit;  Ingle's  Chapel,  Rose  Hill  Circuit;  the  eight-thousand- 
dollar  church  in  Roanoke ;  Centenary  Church,  Marion  Circuit  ;Widener's 
Memorial,  on  the  same  charge;  Maple  Grove,  Russell  Circuit;  Sugar  Tree, 
Nickelsville  Circuit;  Hunter's  Gap,  Pennington  Gap  Circuit;  a  twelve 
hundred  dollar  church  on  J.  J.  Maness'  charge ;  New  Hope,  Nickelsville 
Circuit;  Rye  Cove,  Dungannon  Circuit,  would  have  been  dedicated  but  for 
the  inclement  weather ;  Leonard's  Memorial,  Grayson  Circuit.  These 
churches  range  in  value  from  $1,000  to  $8,000.  Two  others  will  be  ready 
for  dedication  soon — Dotson's  Chapel,  Honaker  Circuit,  and  Franklin's 
Chapel,  Pattonsville  Circuit.  On  Hilton  Circuit  a  building  used  for  school 
purposes  has  been  purchased  and  dedicated  as  a  church.  A  lot  at  Long 
Hollow,  Rose  Hill  Circuit,  has  been  procured,  and  $400  subscribed  toward 
a  church  building.  The  foundation  has  been  laid  and  subscriptions  secured 
for  a  church  at  Lotus.  The  six-room  parsonage  on  Grayson  charge  is 
about   half   finished.     Washington    Circuit   has    just   closed   a   deal    for  a 
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seven-acre  lot  and  parsonage.     Other  churches  and  parsonages  have  been 
improved  and  beautified. 

The  pastors  and' people  have  been  faithful  and  the  district  has  made 
healthy  and  permanent  gains.  On  many  charges  all  claims  have  been 
paid  in  full,  and  all  have  made  gratifying  progress.  We  shall  strive  to 
reach  better  things  in  the  future.  The  Advocate-Journal  Fund,  reported 
in  full.  Sunday  Schools  and  class  meetings  are  in  good  condition  and  are 
found  in  nearly  all  our  churches.  District  conference  was  converted  into 
a  School  of  Practical  Theology,  conducted  by  Dean  W.  S.  Bovard.  The 
scheme  was  a  success.  There  is  much  that  can  not  be  reported.  Good 
seed  is  sown.  Our  workers  are  optimistic.  Our  opportunities  are  tremen- 
dous. Our  time  and  place  providential.  Let  us  prove  ourselves  equal  to 
our  task. 

CLINTON  DISTRICT 
J.   M.  Emert,  Presiding  Elder. 

After  the  last  session  of  the  Conference  the  pastors  all  went  to  their 
charges  and  were  welcomed  by  the  people.  The  year  has  been  one  of 
toil  and  hardship  and  of  success.  Personal  and  family  affliction  have  hin- 
dered some.  T.  D.  Rowe  and  wife  lost  their  precious  little  seven-year- 
old  daughter  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  and  recently  Brother  Rowe 
has  been  at  the  bedside  of  a  sick  brother  in  New  Mexico.  J.  S.  Best  and 
wife  also  lost  a  bright  little  girl  from  their  home.  Robt.  Walker  has  lost 
about  five  months  on  account  of  personal  affliction.  He  is  now  convales- 
cent. His  people  have  been  loyal  and  the  church  reports  all  claims  paid 
in   full. 

Churches  have  been  erected  at  Twinville,  Andersonville  Circuit,  worth 
$800;  Meadow  View,  same  charge,  worth  $1,500;  Burrville.  worth  $700; 
other  improvements  on  this  charge,  $"25 ;  parsonage  at  Andersonville  re- 
paired at  a  cost  of  $58;  parsonage  Big  Valley  Circuit,  $50;  Taylor's  Chapel, 
Clinton  charge,  $110;  Plarriman,  repairs,  $300;  new  church,  Jacksboro  Cir- 
cuit, $1,000;  Jellico,  $250;  LaFollette,  $3,100;  Newcomb,  $200;  Oliver 
Springs,  church  has  been  dedicated,  paying  an  indebtedness  of  $300. 

New  churches  have  been  erected,  or  are  in  process  of  construction,  at 
Oakdale,  at  a  cost  of  $1,500;  at  Rugby  Road,  $600;  repairs  on  parsonage 
on  Maynardville  Circuit,  $135;  building  and  repairing  on  Scarboro  Cir- 
cuit, $341;  Liberty,  Well  Springs  Circuit,  has  all  lumber  on  the  ground 
for  a  new  church,  and  the  parsonage  has  been  remodeled  and  beautified. 

The  benevolences  were  all  in  hand  at  the  time  of  the  district  confer- 
ence, and  the  collections  will  show  an  increase  over  former  years. 

Sunday  Schools,  Epworth  Leagues,  and  Junior  Leagues,  our  most  im- 
portant branches  of  Christian   work,  are  in  good  condition. 

The  salaries  estimated  this  year  are  $1,600  in  advance  of  last  year. 
The  estimates  are  inadequate,  but  the  pastors  will  receive  more  than 
formerly. 
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The  circulation  of  the  Advocate  Journal  has  been  increased  and  we 
hope  to  raise  our  $1,000  toward  the  endowment  fund. 

Our  one  educational  institution,  the  A.  B.  Wright  Institute,  is  under 
the  principalship  of  Rev.  M.  H.  Monroe,  who  has  had  good  success.  The 
school  has  received  financial  help  from  the  sale  of  the  Powells  Valley 
Seminary  property. 

Revivals  have  blessed  the  church  in  the  Clinton  district  this  year, 
eighteen  of  the  twenty  charges  holding  from  one  to  eight  revival  meet- 
ings.    The  results  are  498  professions  and  227  accessions  to  the  church. 

Pastors  have  been  Methodistic,  faithful,  heroic,  and  the  laymen  have 
nobly  seconded  their  efforts  for  the  advancement  of  the  work.  As  to 
his  own  work,  had  held  all  (84)  quarterly  conferences  in  person,  one  dis- 
trict conference,  and  traveled  about  5,000  miles  in  doing  his  work.  Rec- 
ognizes his  obligations  to  preachers  and  people,  and  is  grateful  to  God  for 
health  and  strength  to  do  his  work. 

CHATTANOOGA  DISTRICT. 
J.  S.  Burnett,  Presiding  Elder. 

Presented  his  final  report  of  the  Chattanooga  district.  The  pastors 
had  all  had  good  health,  and  none  had  suffered  family  affliction  save  R.  B. 
Stansell  and  wife,  who  had  lost  an  infant  daughter;  and  Bernard  Gibbs, 
who  had  gone  to  California  because  of  the  failing  health  of  his  wife. 

David  M.  Ausmus,  with  the  consent  of  Bishop  McDowell,  had  given 
up  his  charge  and  entered  Drew.  O.  T.  Usleman  and  O.  R.  Tarwater 
had  taken  the  places  of  these  brethren,  respectively.  W.  R.  Suman  had 
supplied  South  Pittsburg,  and  A.  Burgess  and  J.  A.  Tate  had,  for  good 
reasons,  been  relieved  of  their  charges. 

It  was  unwise  to  attempt  an  organization  at  Daysville.  Various 
charges  left  to  be  supplied  had  been  supplied  with  men  who  had  done 
efficient  work,  caring  for  all  the  interests  of  the  church.  James  Hart, 
supply  on  Litton  Circuit,  reported  120  conversions,  and  103  additions  to 
the  church;  one  church  dedicated;  plans  for  another,  and  all  claims  fully 
met. 

Space  forbids  the  mention  of  all  pastors  in  detail,  but  suffice  it  to  say 
all  have  worked  faithfully  and  well. 

Pastors'  salaries  average  in  the  district  $756.13.  Not  including  charges 
paying  over  $1,000,  we  still  have  an  average  of  $541.  Total  paid  on 
salaries,  $18,925,  an  increase  for  the  year  of  $1,358.  Episcopal  Fund,  Con- 
ference claimants,  raised  in  full,  all  collections,  aggregating  $40,000.  No 
indebtedness  exists  except  at  Tracy  City,  which  has  a  debt  of  $175.  Sev- 
eral debts  have  been  paid  this  year. 

The  following  churches  have  been  dedicated :  Daysville,  worth  $1,200 ; 
Parham's  Chapel,  worth  $1,000;  Jasper,  $3,000;  Mt.  Olivet,  Whitwell  Cir- 
cuit, $1,000;  East  Chattanooga,  most  important  church  enterprise  in  the 
district,   is   about    ready   for   dedication.     Plans    are   under   way   for   new 
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churches  at  Brayton,  Morgan  Springs  Circuit,  and  Highland  Park,  where 
a  $30,000  church  is  contemplated. 

There  have  been  about  700  conversions  and  about  600  accessions  to 
the  church.  Good  meetings  have  occurred  at  Jasper,  Chattanooga,  and 
other  places. 

The  worldliness  manifest  is  deeply  deplored,  one  result  of  which  is 
the  constantly  decreasing  number  of  applicants  for  the  ministry.  The 
only  way  to  cure  this  is  not  by  paying  better  salaries,  but  an  awakening 
of  conscience  until  we  feel,  "Woe  is  me  if  I  preach  not  the  gospel." 

The  district  meeting  was  held  at  Dayton,  and  though  it  embraced 
but  one  day,  it  was  voted  the  best  we  have  held.  Bishop  Wilson  and 
other  distinguished  ministers  attended  and  aided  in  the  exercises. 

During  the  six  years  of  my  incumbency,  the  gain  in  membership  has 
been  about  1,000.  This  does  not  represent  additions,  for  6,700  have  been 
converted  and  3,500  have  joined  the  church.  At  least  75.  per  cent  of  this 
loss  is  due  to  removals. 

Pastoral   support  is   $10,000  more  than   six  years  ago,  an   increase  of 

■  100  per  cent.     During  my  term  we   have  paid  $140,000  for  benevolences, 

and  for  all  purposes  $315,000.     Six  years  ago  the  smallest  salary  was  $60. 

now  it  is  $270;  the  most  gratifying  thing  about  it  is  that  no  pastor  has 

reported  a  deficit  in  his  salary  during  the  six  years. 

The  growth  of  our  schools  has  been  a  pleasure.  Chattanooga  Uni- 
versity has  a  quarter  of  a  million  endowment,  raised  during  the  time 
mentioned.  We  have  raised  our  share  of  the  Advocate  Journal  endow- 
ment fund. 

I  wish  to  mention  the  Missionary  Committee,  composed  of  nine  lay- 
men, whose  business  it  is  to  help  needy  charges.  It  raises  an  average  of 
$1,500  a  year  for  this  purpose. 

My  personal  relations  with  ministers  and  laymen  have  been  most 
pleasant.  To  my  appeals  the  people  have  responded  promptly  and  gen- 
erously, and  have  thus  made  success  possible.  I  part  with  them  feeling 
sad,  for  I  am  sure  that  among  them  are  some  of  my  best  friends.  The 
Chattanooga  district  has  a  great  future.  I  pray  the  blessings  of  the  most- 
High  upon  preachers  and  people. 

GREENEVILLE  DISTRICT. 
Geo.  S.  Bales,  Presiding  Elder. 

Several  of  the  pastors  have  had  personal  and  family  affliction  during 
the  year,  viz :  C.  H.  Taylor,  A.  B.  McKenzie,  A.  M.  Rose,  W.  S.  Whitten- 
burg,  M.  N.  Davenport  and  J.  W.  Boling.  Death  has  not  invaded  our 
ranks  and  all  these  brethren  will  make  good  reports  to  this  conference. 

The  spiritual  condition  of  the  district  is  only  fairly  good,  though  we 
have  had  many  revivals;  as  a  result  there  have  been  800  conversions,  200 
reclamations,  450  received  in  full  connection,  250  on  probation,  and  275 
baptized.     The  pastors  have  been  their  own  evangelists. 
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The  financial  condition  of  the  district  was  never  better.  Financial 
support  has  more  than  doubled  during  the  last  ten  years.  The  benevo- 
lences also  show  a  decided  increase.  There  will  be  a  gain  in  missions 
alone  of  $200,  and  other  causes  are  keeping  pace.  For  benevolences  and 
other  benevolence,  the  district  approximates  $2,500.  Much  has  been  done 
outside  the  regular  channels. 

Church  property  is  in  good  condition.  We  have  built  and  improved 
church  property  this  year  to  the  value  of  $11,000.  Most  of  this  has  been 
expended  at  Johnson  City,  where  we  are  building  a  beautiful  modern 
church,  to  cost,  when  completed,  including  lot,  $30,000.  Here  a  parsonage 
has  also  been  purchased  for  $2,500.  A  church  on  the  Parrottsville  Cir- 
cuit, and  one  at  Stone  Dam,  Chucky  Circuit,  have  been  dedicated,  and 
many  others  have  been  improved,  as  have  also  several  parsonages. 

There  are  four  schools  in  the  district,  all  doing  good  work ;  one  of 
them,  Bloomingdale,  has  a  debt  of  $900  which  must  be  provided  for,  or 
we  will  lose  this  old  landmark. 

The  district  is  well  supplied  with  church  literature.  The  subscriptions 
for  the  Advocate  Journal  fund  amount  to  $600. 

The  Epworth  League  work  is  not  what  it  ought  to  be.  It  seems  a 
problem  to  make  the  League  a  success  in  this  territory. 

The  Sunday  School  work  is  in  good  condition  and  has  an  increased 
attendance. 

As  to  personal  service,  will  say,  I  have  been  busy  through  the  year, 
took  no  vacation,  have  met  every  quarterly  meeting  appointment  in  per- 
son, have  preached  about  three  times  a  week,  traveled  3,000  miles,  assisted 
the  pastors  in  their  work  where  needed,  held  one  district  conference  and 
one  camp  meeting,  and  tried  to  conserve  every  interest  of  the  church. 
To  God  be  all  the  glory! 

KNOXVILLE  DISTRICT. 
Geo.  T.  Francisco,  Presiding  Elder. 

In  the  district  much  has  been  doing  this  year.  This  city  has  voted 
out  the  saloons !  You  come  to  share  the  hospitality  of  a  city  that  be- 
lieves the  "Saloon  must  go." 

The  following  churches  have  been  built  and  dedicated  this  year :  As- 
bury,  six  miles  east  of  the  city,  worth  $3,200;  Reedtown,  Chestnut  Hill 
Circuit,  worth  $1,250;  Pleasant  Hill,  Thorn  Grove  Circuit,  worth  $1,300; 
Clapp's  Chapel,  Knoxville  Circuit,  worth  $1,200.  At  Sevierville  a  church 
has  been  inaugurated  to  cost  $5,000;  in  Knoxville  Trinity  is  well  under 
way  and  will  cost  $50,000 ;  Second  Church  will  soon  be  completed  at  a  cost 
of  $11,000  and  the  property,  including  lot,  will  be  worth  $20,000;  East 
Main  Avenue  has  been  rebuilt  at  a  cost  of  $4,500  and  is  worth  $10,000. 
The  Lonsdale  Church  has  been  repaired  at  a  cost  of  $2,000.  The  First 
Church  has  been  repaired  and  beautified  at  a  cost  of  $4,100.  Morristown 
Church  has  been  repaired  at  a  cost  of  $1,500;  Newport  Church  has  been 
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repaired  at  a  cost  of  $350.  At  Jefferson  City  a  church  has  been  purchased 
at  a  cost  of  $1,300,  and  at  Inskip  a  good  lot  secured.  Two  parsonages  have 
been  built  this  year,  one  at  Townsend  and  one  at  Whitesburg,  the  first 
at  a  cost  of  $600,  and  the  latter  at  a  cost  of  $1,200. 

We  have  raised  this  year  for  building  and  improving  churches  and 
parsonages  $47,600;  for  ministerial  support  $18,250,  an  increase  of  $1,417; 
the  benevolences  in  the  aggregate  are  met;  raised  for  all  purposes  $70,850. 
The  New  Market  school  property  has  been  sold  for  $2,500  and  we  will 
realize  about  $4,000  from  property  and  funds. 

Spiritually,  the  district  is  in  good  condition.  In  the  revivals  held 
1,135  conversions  have  occurred,  and  there  has  been  a  good  increase  in 
the  membership.  The  Epworth  League  has  kept  pace.  District  organiza- 
tions of  the  Women's  Missionary  Societies  are  doing  good  work.  The 
Advocate-Journal  fund  has  not  been  neglected ;  $1,500  has  been  raised  for 
the  endowment  fund.  I  have  held  all  my  quarterly  meetings  in  person, 
except  two,  one  district  conference,  looked  after  every  interest  of  the 
church,  have  found  pastors  and  faithful  laymen  ready  to  co-operate.  For 
what  has  been  accomplished,  we  give  God  the  praise. 

THE  BOARD   OF  EDUCATION.  FREEDMEN'S  AID,  AND 
SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 

Pursuant  to  the  order  of  the  General  Conference  and  the  action  of  the 
Commission    on    the    Consolidation    of    Benevolences,    the    work    hitherto 
accomplished  by  the   Board  of  Education,   Freedmen's  Aid  and   Southern 
Education  Society  and  Sunday  School  Union  and  Tract  Society  is  hence- 
forth to  be  carried  on  under  the   organization  known  as   THE  BOARD 
OF  EDUCATION,   FREEDMEN'S  AID  AND   SUNDAY   SCHOOLS, 
this  action  taking  effect  January  1,  1907.     Therefore  your  ocmmittee  covers 
a  much  broader  field  than  ever  before.     We  must  not,  however,  allow  the 
fact  of  consolidation   to   obscure   the   claim   of   each   of  the   great   causes 
,  hitherto    considered    separately.     The    work   hitherto    done   by   the    Board 
i  of  Education  is   largely  in  the   interest  of  student  aid,  and  is  vitally   re- 
!  lated  not  only  to  the  welfare  of  the  students  but  also  to  the  best  welfare 
of  the   educational    institutions   of   the   church.     During  the   year   closing 
]  with   November   30,   1906,    1,926   students   were   assisted   to   prepare   for   a 
life  of  usefulness,  more  than  $180,000  being  distributed  among  the  educa- 
tional  institutions    for   loans   to   these    students.     As   an    institution.    Chil- 
dren's Day  has  become  well  established  and  it  is  to  be  maintained  without 
(interruption.     The    Discipline    provides    specifically    that    the    proceeds    of 
'•Children's   Day   collection   shall   be   applied   to   student   aid   and   shall  be 
pent  as  promptly  as  possible  to  the  Board  of  Education.     This  provision 
Iremains  in  force.     At  the  meeting  of  the  new  Board — held  in   Cincinnati, 
February  26-28,   1907 — the   members  of  the   new   Board,    representing  the 
old  line  of  work  carried  on  by  the  Board  of  Education,  consented  to  waive 
ill  claims  for  funds  other  than  those  received  in  the  Children's  Dav  col- 
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lections.  It  is,  therefore,  of  the  utmost  importance  that  the  proceeds  of 
Children's  Day  be  devoted  to  this  work.  As  by  action  of  the  new  Board 
this  part  of  the  work  is  to  be  retained  in  New  York  for  the  present,  it 
will  save  confusion  if  remittances  be  sent  to  the  New  York  office. 

We  are  making  improvement  in  our  Conference.  Last  year  only  27 
out  of  104  charges  reported  collections  for  the  Children's  Day  fund.  This 
year  there  are  92  out  of  127  so  reporting.  When  this  society  returns 
$5.00  for  every  dollar  we  raise  it  seems  as  if  every  pastor  might  at  least 
give  the  people  an  opportunity  to  help.  Once  more,  we  ask  the  Presiding 
Elders  to  make  this  a  particular  matter  on  their  first  round  of  quarterly 
conferences.  Tell  the  people  that  "The  Christian  Student,"  always  brim- 
full  of  the  best,  is  sent  to  every  family  contributing  one  dollar  or  more. 

There  can  be  no  question  but  that  one  purpose  of  the  General  Con- 
ference in  effecting  this  consolidation  was  to  secure  a  hearing  for  the 
benevolences  of  the  church  before  each  congregation.  The  new  Board  in 
Cincinnati,  therefore,  urgently  requests  that  one  Sunday  be  taken  for  the 
presentation  of  the  claims  of  the  work  carried  on  by  the  new  organization. 
This  collection  is  to  be  divided  in  the  ratio  of  two  dollars  to  one  as 
between  the  work  for  Freedmen's  Aid  and  for  Sunday  Schools.  And  it 
was  voted  that  an  appeal  should  be  made  by  the  corresponding  secretaries 
for  the  sum  of  $500,000  to  cover  all  these  interests.  We  therefore  urgently 
request  that  a  public  presentation  of  these  interests,  and  collection  be 
taken,  one  Sunday  in  each  congregation. 

The  observance  of  Lincoln  Day  has  been  growing  with  increasing 
beneficial  results ;  and  Rally  Day  has  become  an  interesting  and  profitable 
institution  of  the  Sunday  School,  the  proceeds  of  the  day  being  devoted 
to  the  work  of  Sunday  Schools.  It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  pastors  every- 
where will  see  to  it  that  these  days  are  observed  as  institutions  of  the 
Sunday  School.  The  church  has  now  three  great  benevolent  societies. 
The  missionary  cause  is  strongly  entrenched  in  our  Sunday  Schools.  It 
is  only  fair  that  the  work  being  done  in  the  interest  of  education  among 
the  young  in  our  own  land  should  come  in  for  a  full  share  of  sympathy 
and  support.  Therefore,  the  importance  of  placing  emphasis  upon  Lincoln 
Day  and  Rally  Day. 

The  Freedmen's  Aid,  with  limited  resources,  has  been  caring  for  the 
education  of  thousands  of  the  most  needy  and  helpless  in  our  land.  Chris- 
tian, industrial  education  is  the  only  solution  of  our  great  problems.  This 
society  pleads  that  the  church  may  hold  up  its  hands  that  it  may  under- 
take and  carry  on  a  work  in  some  sense  adequate  to  the  great  need.  The 
need  for  increased  funds  to  carry  on  our  Sunday  School  work  in  the  West 
and  in  the  South  is  equally  apparent.  Methodism  has  always  been  poten- 
tial in  the  formative  period  of  the  different  sections  of  our  country;  but. 
owing  to  lack  of  funds,  we  are  unable  to  meet  the  appeals  that  are  con- 
stantly coming.  The  Presbyterian  Church  has  152  field  workers  for  the 
organization  and  propagation  of  Sunday  Schools;  the  Baptists,  140;  the 
Congregationalists,  40 ;  while  we  have  but   four  or  five  men  who   devote 
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themselves  entirely  to  this  work.  Realizing  the  important  relation  the 
Sunday  School  bears  to  the  church,  and  being  aware  of  the  inadequate 
provisions  for  teacher  training  and  Sunday  School  organization  in  this 
Conference  and  section,  we  recommend  the  consideration  of  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  special  held  worker  whose  duties  shall  be  entirely  in  the  in- 
terest of  the  Sunday  Schools  of  our  Conference.  This  is  a  time  of 
transition,  attended  by  some  danger,  not  only  for  these  societies  but  for 
the  great  interest  which  they  seek  to  serve.  It  is  of  the  utmost  impor- 
tance that  every  pastor  should  co-operate  during  this  experimental  period 
that  all  these  interests  may  be  wisely  conserved.  The  apportionment  for 
the  united  Society  is  4"  per  cent  of  the  amount  apportioned  to  the  cause 
of  Foreign  Missions — Children's  Day,  public  collection  in  the  churches, 
the  collections  on  Lincoln  Day  and  Rally  Day  all  being  counted  in  the 
total  amount. 

OUR  SCHOOLS. 

This  has  been  the  best  year  we  have  ever  known  in  the  life  of  the 
various  schools  within  the  bounds  of  our  own  Conference.  Everybody 
has  been  working  happily  and  enthusiastically  for  the  general  cause  and 
our  teachers  are  opening  the  year's  work  with  highest  hopes. 

A.  B.  WRIGHT  INSTITUTE— Rev.  M.  H.  Monroe.  Principal. 
The  A.  B.  Wright  Institute.  Rev.  M.  H.  Monroe,  Principal,  located  at 
Burrville,  Morgan  County,  Tennessee,  has  a  broad  field  of  usefulness. 
There  is  no  school  of  like  grade  within  a  radius  of  fifty  miles.  Over  half 
of  the  teachers  of  Morgan  County  public  schools  and  many  of  Fentress 
and  Scott  Counties  were  educated  at  this  institution.  During  the  past 
year  the  board  of  trustees  bought  a  boarding  hall  for  young  men.  It  is 
well  located  on  a  tract  of  fourteen  acres  of  land  with  a  good  spring  near. 
We  have  received  from  the  sale  of  Powell's  Valley  Seminary  $980  to  be 
applied  on  the  property  of  our  school.  We  have  enrolled  171  students, 
twenty-two  of  whom  are  teachers  during  a  portion  of  the  year. 

OAKLAND  SEMINARY— George  R.  Rowan,  President. 
This    school   is   one   of   our   loyal    affiliated   institutions   giving  a    good 
account  of  itself  from  year  to  year. 

WESLEYAN  ACADEMY— S.  H.  Thompson,  B.  S.,  B.  Ped.,  Principal. 
Rev.  F.  M.  Cones,  D.  D.,  Associate  Principal. 
During  the  past  year  this  institution  has  enjoyed  an  encouraging  de- 
gree of  success.  Since  the  opening  of  the  present  academic  year  there 
have  been  many  new  students  added  to  the  various  departments  and  others 
have  signified  their  intention  of  becoming  students  in  the  near  future. 
Judging  from  the  present  outlook,  it  is  confidently  believed  that  before 
the  date  of  the  Christmas  holidays  there  will  be  an  enrollment  much 
greater   than   that   of   any   previous    period   in   the   history   of   the   school. 
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During  the  past  year  the  school  grounds  have  been  beautified ;  improve- 
ments on  Fisher  Hall  have  been  made,  and  new  school  furniture  has  been 
added.  There  are  now  six  teachers,  including  the  principal,  and  in  the 
work  of  all  the  departments  competency  is  shown  on  the  part  of  the  in- 
structors. The  erection  of  a  much-needed  dormitory  for  boys  is  con- 
templated and  through  the  generosity  of  friends  of  the  school  it  is  thought 
this  work  will  soon  be  begun.  Rev.  F.  M.  Cones,  D.  D.,  the  Associate 
Principal,  has,  during  the  past  scholastic  year,  secured  for  the  school  funds 
and  guaranteed  pledges  for  the  same,  more  than  double  that  of  the  year 
previous.  The  best  facilities  for  instrumental  music  are  afforded  in  the 
school,  and  a  large  class  in  the  same  has  been  formed.  Mrs.  Ernest  is 
the  accomplished  teacher  of  music.  Principal  Thompson  is  giving  his 
usual  satisfaction  and  is  deservedly  popular  with  all  classes  concerned. 

PARROTTSVILLE  SEMINARY— P.   R.  Driskile,  Principal. 
This   school   is   strategically  located  and   deserves   the   hearty   support 
of  our  people  in  its  excellent  work. 

MURPHY  COLLEGE— Elmer  F.  Goddard,  President. 
The  friends  of  Murphy  College  have  great  cause  for  rejoicing.  The 
past  Conference  year  has  witnessed  the  enrollment  of  447  students.  Forty 
per  cent  of  the  teachers  of  Sevier  County  have  been  Murphy  College 
students,  and  these  teachers  are  educating  more  than  three  thousand  boys 
and  girls.  Nor  is  our  work  confined  to  this  county  alone,  for  we  have 
one  graduate  who  is  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  in  Jefferson 
Count}'.  Our  work  is  of  a  high  order,  and  our  students  are  admitted  to 
the  University  of  Chattanooga  and  other  high-grade  institutions  without 
examination.  Before  the  close  of  another  year  we  hope  to  have  a  thirty- 
six  room  building  for  boys.  Our  people  deserve  great  praise  and  credit 
for  building  up  this  school  property  worth  at  least  $25,000. 

KINGSLEY  SEMINARY. 
This  school  was  founded  in  the  year  1877,  and  for  thirty  years  has 
been  an  institution  of  untold  value  to  the  educational  interests  of  Sullivan 
County  and  many  other  counties  ;  reaching  even  to  nine  different  states 
for  its  patronage.  For  these  years  it  has  been  in  charge  of  a  member 
of  the  Holston  Conference  and  has  done  much  for  the  strengthening  of 
our  church  in  this  territory.  Wishing  to  work  in  harmony  with  the  great 
educational  interests  of  the  State,  the  trustees  of  this  worthy  institution 
have  thought  it  wise  to  accept  a  liberal  proposition  made  to  them,  by  the 
Board  of  Education  for  Sullivan  County,  and  sell  the  property  to  this 
board  for  a  public  high  school.  The  quarterly  conference  has  granted 
the  trustees  the  privilege  of  making  said  conveyance ;  and  we,  your  Com- 
mittee on  Education,  concur  in  this  action  of  the  quarterly  conference. 
The  property  of  Powell's  Valley  Seminary  and  of  the  New  Market 
School  have  been  sold  and  the  funds  received  devoted  to  the  work  in 
A.  B.  Wright  Institute. 
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THE    UNIVERSITY    OF    CHATTANOOGA. 

John  H.  Rack,  D.  D.,  President. 

THE  ATHENS    SCHOOL— W.   A.  Wright,  Dean. 

"We  are  entering  upon  the  best  year  in  our  history."  This  is  the 
optimistic  word  those  closest  in  touch  with  this  newly  christened  school 
are  saying.  The  tide  is  turning  this  way.  Professor  W.  A.  Wright  has 
an  able  body  of  assistants  'and  the  dormitories  are  full.  Ritter  Home  has 
substantial  improvements  with  enlarged  capacity.  Let  every  man  who 
can  do  so  find  a  student  for  Athens. 

At  Chattanooga,  The  School  of  Medicine,  J.  R.  Rathmell,  M.  D., 
Dean,  is  growing;  improving  its  grade  of  work  every  year. 

The  School  of  Law,  Charles  R.  Evans,  Dean,  is  larger  and  better 
than  ever. 

The  College  of  Liberal  Arts,  W.  W.  Hooper,  D.  D.,  Dean,  is  making 
splendid  progress.  Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  thoroughness  of 
the  curriculum  causes  many  young  people  to  enter  a  '"college"  where  a 
degree  is  granted  for  from  one  to  three  years'  less  work  than  at  the 
University  of  Chattanooga,  the  enrollment  is  thirty  per  cent  higher  now 
than  at  a  corresponding  date  last  year,  and  the  college  spirit  was  never 
so  strong.  Two  additions  have  been  made  to  the  faculty.  The  material 
equipment  has  been  increased.  Substantial  improvement  has  been  made 
upon  buildings.  As  indicated  in  the  address  of  President  Race  at  this 
session  of  the  Conference,  great  things  are  planned  for  the  future  develop- 
ment of  the  school.  We  rejoice  that  we  have  a  school  in  which  we  have 
a  constantly  increasing  pride.  We  urge  all  our  pastors  and  people  to 
keep  President  Race  fully  informed  as  to  names  and  addresses  of  every 
young  person  in  our  territory  who  ought  to  be  in  our  University. 

Our  School  of  Theology,  W.  S.  Bovard,  D.  D..  Dean,  stands  for  thor- 
oughgoing scholarship,  for  open  mindedness  to  the  truth,  for  insight 
into  the  real  Word  of  God,  for  grounding  in  the  essentials  of  Christian 
doctrine,  for  knowledge  of  men  and  affairs  as  well  as  of  books,  for  com- 
plete manhood,  for  the  deepening  of  devotion  and  a  complete  abandon  to 
the  work  of  the  Kingdom  :  for  all-round  development,  so  that  the  minister 
may  be  thoroughly  furnished,  a  workman  that  need  not  be  ashamed.  We 
urge  our  young  men  to  disregard  all  obstacles  and  set  their  faces  toward 
this  school,  knowing  that  they  will  be  able  to  render  so  much  larger 
service  for  having  done  so. 

We  rejoice  in  the  splendid  beginning  that  has  been  made  toward  the 
securing  of  an  adequate  endowment  for  our  University,  the  fund  being 
at  present  $3,47,000.  But  we  recognize  the  necessity  of  pushing  this  fund 
above  the  half  million  mark.  Therefore,  we  give  our  unequivocal  endorse- 
ment of  and  support  to  the  plan  of  the  trustees  to  secure  within  the  next 
two  years   $400,000  additional. 

The  total  enrollment  of  726  students  and  the  total  income  of  $56,593 
indicates  a   condition  that  is  deeply  gratifying. 

We   recommend   our   great  Theological   Schools   at   Boston,    Madison,

We  rejoice  in  the  growing  sentiment  all  over  the  nation  and  in  other 
nationalities  as  well,  in  favor  of  temperance  and  prohibition,  and  espec- 
ially in  this  our  Southland  and  more  especially  in  our  own  state  of  Ten- 
nessee and  sister  state  of  Virginia,  the  territory  embraced  in  this  Con- 
ference. It  is  with  gratitude  that  we  make  mention  the  city  of  Knox- 
ville  and  other  cities  of  the  state  that  have  voted  out  the  saloon. 

We  therefore  pledge  ourselves  as  a  body  never  to  relax  our  efforts 
until  the  last  dram-shop  in  our  state  of  Tennessee  and  Virginia,  like 
glorious  Georgia,  shall  extirpate  the  iniquitous  traffic  from  all  our  bord- 
ers, and  to  this  end  we  will  faithfully  co-operate  with  the  Anti-Saloon 
League,  state  and  national  prohibition  movements,  Woman's  Christian 
Temperance  Union,   Sons  of  Temperance  and  Good  Templars,   whenever 
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opportunity  presents.  And  we  will  endeavor  to  use  all  proper  means  to- 
secure  the  election  to  civil  offices,  sober  men,  who  are  pledged  to  favor 
temperance  and  prohibition,  and  to  defeat  men  who  will  not  so  pledge 
themselves ;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  United  States  senators  and  the  members  of  the 
national  house  of  representatives,  two  from  the  state  of  Tennessee  and 
the  state  of  Virginia,  be  and  they  are  hereby  requested  to  use  their  best 
efforts  to  secure  such  legislation  by  our  National  Congress  as  will  protect. 
the  people  living  in  prohibition  territory  from  invasion  by  the  liquor  in- 
terest from  other  sections. 

Resolved,  That  the  secretary  of  the  Conference  be  instructed  to  send' 
a  copy  of  these  resolutions  to  the  senators  and  representatives  in  the 
National  Congress  from  the  state  of  Tennessee  and  the  state  of  Virginia.

REV.  WILLIAM  KINSLAND  was  born  in  Haywood  County,  North 
Carolina,  September  26,  1836.  He  was  married  to  Penelope  West,  Sep- 
tember 9,  1862,  and  died  at  his  home  in  Grainger  County,  Tennessee, 
August  9,  1907,  being  almost  71  years  of  age.  He  began  preaching  in  1857. 
being  then  connected  with  the  Holston  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church,  South.  He  was  admitted  into  the  Holston  Conference  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  October,  1867,  and  spent  many  years  of 
faithful,  earnest  service  in  the  itinerant  ministry  in  the  Holston  Conference. 
Mr.  Kinsland  was  a  man  of  strong  mind  and  noble  and  incorruptible  char- 
acter. His  social  qualities  were  so  warm  and  genial  that  he  was  a  favorite 
with  both  the  old  any  3'oung.  His  religious  character  was  without  a 
stain,  his  high  standing  among  his  neighbors  being  evidenced  by  the  large 
attendance  and  the  profound  feeling  at  the  funeral  service  which  occurred 
at  Joppa  on  Sunday,  August  11.  The  services  were  conducted  by  the 
Rev.  H.  B.  Ogle  and  the  Rev.  J.  J.  Manker.  The  interment  was  at  the 
Joppa  cemetery.  The  floral  tributes  were  numerous  and  beautiful,  con- 
tributed by  neighbors  and  friends  in  the  vicinity,  others  being  sent  by 
the  Ladies'  Aid  Society,  the  Home  Missionary  Society,  and  the  Sunday 
school  of  Trinity  Methodist  Church,  Knoxville,  as  well  as  by  personal 
friends  in  the  city. 

Mr.  Kinsland  leaves  four  children,  J.  E.  Kinsland,  a  practicing  attor- 
ney residing  at  Rutledge,  Tenn.,  Mrs.  H.  W.  Acufr,  Tampico,  Tenn.,  Mrs. 
Ida  May  Stanfield,  Knoxville,  Tenn.,  and  Miss  Carrie  Elizabeth  Kinsland, 
the  youngest  and  the  onh/  one  remaining  at  the  old  homestead.  These 
are  all  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  Sorely  bereaved 
in  the  death  of  their  noble  father,  they  nevertheless  comfort  themselves 
with  the  reflection  that  in  his  last  illness  they  were  permitted  to  minister 
to  him,  and  that  his  last  days  were  spent  in  his  old  home  and  that  his 
death  was  peaceful.  Of  his  blissful  immortality  they  entertain  no 
doubt,  and  of  meeting  him  and  their  sainted  mother  in  heaven  they  have 
a  blessed  hope.

ROBERT  OWEN  AYRES  was  born  in' Buckingham  County.  Vir- 
ginia, September  13,  1831.  He  began  his  ministry  in  Ohio  and  came  to 
Tennessee  when  the  Holston  Conference  was  reorganized  by  Bishop  D.  W. 
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Clark  in  1865.  His  first  appointment  was  to  the  Jonesboro  Circuit,  which 
embraced  several  preaching  places  in  Washington  County,  Tennessee, 
one  of  which  was  located  within  what  is  now  the  corporate  limits  of 
Johnson  City. 

In  May,  1866,  he  was  admitted  to  full  connection  with  the  Conference 
and  recognized  as  a  deacon,  having  been  ordained  in  Ohio  before  coming 
to  Tennessee.  At  the  session  of  Conference  held  in  Chattanooga  in 
1868,  he  was  elected  to  elder's  orders  and  ordained  by  Bishop  D.  W.  Clark, 
October  11th  of  that  year.  During  his  effective  relation  to  the  Conference 
he  served  the  following  charges  :  Jonesboro  Circuit,  Clinton,  Jacksboro, 
Little  River,  Thorn  Grove,  Fincastle,  Campbell  Station  Circuit,  Chatata, 
Blue  Spring,  Athens  Circuit,  in  the  order  named.  At  his  own  request 
he  was  granted  a  supernumerary  relation  without  appointment  in  1882,  and 
continued  in  this  relation  until  1885,  when  his  relation  was  changed  to 
effective,  and  he  was  assigned  to  Campbell  Station  circuit  the  second  time 
and  served  one  year.  He  was  subsequently  appointed  to  the  Thorn 
Grove,  Loveville,  and  Little  River  charges,  serving  one  year  on  each, 
his  last  appointment  being  to  Little  River  Circuit  in  1888.  During  1889 
and  1890  his  relation  was  that  of  supernumerary.  At  the  session  of 
Conference  held  in  1891,  it  being  apparent  to  his  brethren  that  his  years 
of  effective  service  were  past,  his  name  was  ordered  put  on  the  Honor 
Roll  and  he  was  assigned  his  Avell-earned  place  among  the  superannuated

Three  sons  were  born  to  brother  and  sister  Ayres,  all  of  whom  sur- 
vive their  parents — one  of  them — Robert  Ernest  Ayres  is  an  esteemed 
member  of  this  Conference.  May  the  children  cherish  the  rich  legacy 
bequeathed  to  them  in  the  devoted  Christian  lives  of  their  sainted  parents, 
strive  to  emulate  their  virtues  and  walk  worth}'  of  their  high  calling  in 
Christ  Jesus  !
